There 
is much concern over this problem and efforts are being made to combat 
the gradual decrease in the acreage of productive land throughout the 
world, The population is now increasing at the rate of over twenty million 
people a year, or about 54,000 a day, and it is expected that the present 
population will be' doubled in twenty-five years. In view of these ‘figures 
it is clear that even if present rates of production were maintained there 
would’ be insufficient food supplies to meet the future needs of the popu-

Scientists Want 
To Make Potato | 
More Nutritional. 


OTTAWA.—An experiment on po- 
tatoes now being carried out in east- 
ern Canada, with higher nutritional 
value as its aim, will make its effects 
felt throughout the country if the 
researchers get the answers they are 


looking for. 


At three eastern, universities— 


Montreal, McGill and McDonald Col- 
lege—scientists are now, among other 
things, trying to find out how to in- 
crease the thiamin content of this 
most widely eaten of all vegetables. 


Thiamin or vitamin Bl is the fa- 


mous “morale vitamin” of the war, 
with a beneficial effect on the ner- 
vous 
neuritis and stomach disorders. 


system. Its absence causes 

Chief sources of the vitamin are 
meats, particularly pork, dnd cereals, 
notably the wheat germ. 

Next to beans, potatoes have more 
of it’ than any other vegetable, al- 
though they are not particularly rich 
in thiamin. But the point of the cur-: 
rent research is that any improve-: 


ment in the nutritional value of farm 
‘PY etuco te-el woneAt to the ontirnea na- 
tion. 

Nutrition experts of the health de- 
partment point out that as thiamin 
is soluble in water, a certain amount 
is lost in cooking, This loss can be 
held down to perhaps 10 per cent. 
through using a minimum amount of 
water and not boiling too long. 
Otherwise it may run to 50 per cent.

Threshing Malting Barley - 


Excellent crops of malting bar- 
ley are often spoiled because the 
grain contains broken and skinned 
kernels. This-is usually the result 
of, improper adjustment of cylin- 
ders and concaves with threshing. 
machines or combines, 


To make good malt, barley must . 
germinate quite evenly on the 
malting floor. Grain that contains 
broken and‘skinned kernels ger- 
minates unevenly, and so is unfit 
for malting. Such grain, then, has 
to be degraded to Feed grades. To 
avoid broken and skinned kernels 
the cylinder on the threshing ma- 
chine or combine should be run at 
the lowest possible speed that wil? 
thresh the grain out of the heads, 
and in addition concaves. should 
be as widely separated as possible 
so they will just do the job of 
threshing. Maltsters would much 
rather have undamaged... barley, 
even with*a little beard left on 
the kernel or a few pieces of heads 
in the grain, then barley which is: 
skinned or broken. Td thresh bar 
* jley fit for malting -grades, then, 
requries the greatest of care, the 
most careful observation and fre- . 
quent checking on the part of the 
operator of the grain coming out 
of the machine spout.
